Great Britoid be called a simple school in 
America blossoms into a ‘ University,’ 
although within recent years the doings of 
our’ Amorican cousins have re-acted upon 
Great Britain, whero University collegea 
haye . been. foundsd, with more or lesa 
success. 

Those considorations have been induced 
hy a perusal of.tho Catalogite of the Peking 
University, which has boon sent us. Com= 
ing to China, with the knowledge of 
the numerous Universities: of thoir own 
country, the. many sble- and zealous 
missionaries from America have been fired. 
by tho thonght of what a field for cduoa- 
tional effort is displayed to thom, and have 
been moved ‘to cbtaiz from America a 
Certificate. of Incorporation ‘for. ‘The Pe- 
‘king University.’ -Tho :Cortificate was 
granted in Juno 1890 to. Trustees whose 
particular business it is to raise funds for 
such oducetional institutions as may ba 
comprised in the University, The object 
“of the University ia ‘the establishment 
aad maintenance of a colleye or other 
educational institution, . which shall be 
founded and conducted upon strictly Chria- 
tion ond oyangelical, but not sectarian 
principles; and to aid the youth of the 
Chinese. empire and other countries in 
obtaining a literary,-.scientific or pro: 
fessional education.’ “We aro told tho 
University is the outgrowth of s day-school 
for boys, started twenty yearsago. ‘ Thi, 
after a few years, gaya place to a boarding- 
school for boys, drawn from B rapidly -in- 
creasing constituency of Christian familios. 
The instruction soon rose to the grade of 
& high school, and in 1885, during the 

visit of Bishop J. W, Wiley, tho subject 
of higher education in China was carefally 
considered and the *' Wiley Institnte” was 
organised,* In 1888 the growth of the 
institute was thought to warrant an. en- 
larged schema, and thus was organised the 
Poking University; Faods wore ratsed, 
with which the fine premises formerly 
owned by the Italian Legation and govoral 
adjoining lots, were purchased, giving the 
University several acres iv one of the most 
oligible parts of Poking, and valued at 
$11,000. On this property a largo build. 
ing, desigued for dormitories, bas boen 
crested with funds Sppropristed by the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Eplecopal Church. ‘ Accommodations ‘sre 
thus provided for ono 
students with ample room for'calargoment 
as the demand increases and the contribu- 
‘fiona of frionds of the University will 
permit,’ * 

The curriculum ia based upon broad and 
liberal ideas, the study of tha native classics 
being as thoroughly provided for as math- 
amatics, science, politics and philosophy, 
nad other branches of Western knowledge. 
But whilst knowledge is provirled in atch 
abundanco, tho expenses of the students 
aro sf minimom, and make aven a Scot- 
lish. University appear as a recklessly 
extravagant institution, We have all heard 
of the cultivation of literature on ‘a little 
oatmeal,’ and the traditional barrel of her- 
riogs which thanks to his rural relatives 
is, or perhaps wo should say was, sapposed 
ta bo the chief gastronomic dolicaoy of the 
collegian north of tho Tweed. Hora, how- 
evor, in Peking for pupila electing certain 
studies and living without tho University 
grounds, there is a charge of only $2 per 
month, wisely payable in advance. Good 
board, wo nre assured, oan be procured for $2 
per month, when a nomber of students clab 
together, whilst students who pursne tho 
regular course of study and agree to remain 
until the course is completed, are allowad 
tuition, room ront and board, including 
J light and fuel, for the small sum of $30 
per annum.. But evea this is not tha 
lowest sum, for worthy. students whose 
means are not snficient for these moderate 
charges may xeceive assistance from tho 
scholarship funds. -' Facilities for bathing 
and washing are also provided, but cach 
student furnishes his own clothes and 
bedding, and does his own washin, Thig 
last phrase omphesises the utilitarian 
character of the fonndation, and should 
cause the more fortunate youth af Magda. 
jen to be thankful that evon if his allowance 
dosa not quite come ap to bis ideas, his 
‘varsity careor is not diversified with perio- 
dic apells at the lanndry tab,
